This is the first 
capture of any Americans, military or 
naval, so that it is unknown how the 
insurgents will treat our men. 
If civ­ 
ilized methods were pursued an ex­ 
change could be quickly effected, as 
Gen. Otis has a large number of Fili­ 
pino prisoners, but the insurgents have

The city council at its meeting on 
Monday night passed an ordinance 
restraining cattle from running at 
large in the city. 
This is n measure 
that the citizens of the city have 
labored for in vain for many year*. 
Brainerd has heretofore been an 
immense cow pasture, and no matter 
how citizens argued with the council 
and pointed out how shade trees and 
lawns and gardens were despoiled 
and utterly ruined by cattle running 
at large, yet the council turned a 
deaf ear to all appealsand entreaties, 
and the festive cow continued to 
revel in green lawns and flowerbeds 
and garden truck. 
But let us be 
thankful 
that 
this 
council 
has 
awakened to the fact that our streets 
are not country lanes and cowpaths, 
and citizens can now plant trees and 
flowers and otherwise beautify the 
street* and yards, and give our city 
the appearance of a nicely kept park, 
rather than a cow yard, and if the 
ordinance is carefully enforced, un­ 
sightly fences will be removed and 
Brainerd will soon be one of the hand­ 
somest cities in the state. 
This 
council deserves the thanks of every 
citizen of the city. 


The legislature has adjourned. 
There will not be another session 
until the next century. 


Diplomatic relations with Spain 
have been resumed. The new Ameri­ 
can minister to Spain will probably 
not meet with a very warm reception. 


A Mr. 
T a l i a f e r r o was clccttd 
United States senator from Florida 
on Wednesday. 
It must have been 
the weight of his name that carried 
him through. 


T he Pennsylvania legislature ad­ 
journed without electing a United 
States senator. 
Four states this 
year have failed to elect senators. 
It is better so than to elect suc h 
men as Quay and Addicks. 


It is now reported that Speaker 
Reed will retire from political life, 
and has accepted a position in a 
New York law office at $50,000 a 
year. 
His democratic opponent* 
will not be displeased. 


T he present legislature increased 
the wolf bounty to 17 a head for the 
first five months in the year, and $5 
the other seven months. 
It is need­ 
less to say that the wolf industry 
will make rapid strides in the next 
few months. 


T h e daily papers are doing their 
best to force Alger out of the cabi­ 
net. and a great deal of feeling in the 
country 
has 
been 
manufactured 
against him. 
All investigations held 
so far. while they showed consider­ 
able hardship, suffering and neglect, 
have not, in any manner whatever, 
placed any blame on Secretary Alger, 
and President McKinley very justly 
refused to discredit him by forcing 
him out of the cabinet. 
It would be 
an act of injustice if he did so. 


The 
California legislature has 
passed a law requiring all newspaper 
articles that in any manner reflect 
on the dead or criticise the living to 
be signed by the writer of the article. 
The penalty for failure to do so is 
$1000, to be divided between the 
state and the person injured. 
The 
same legislature has also passed a 
law forbidding a newspaper or mag­ 
azine or periodical from printing a 
cartoon concerning anybody without 
first getting the person's consent. 
These laws are nuisances and will 
probably be ignored by the press of 
the state. 
They serve no good pur­ 
pose, either, as the libel law’s of the 
state already fixed the responsibility 
upon the editor of the paper, and 
now it can be shifted to irresponsible 
report era when desired. 


The New Game Law*. 
The new game law which was 
passed by the legislature just closed 


if? a matter of considerable interest 
to many of the people in this section 
of Minnesota, and while the law in 
its entirety will be published in the 


D i s p a t c h in a short time, a synopsis 
of it at this time will not be out of 
place. The new law prohibits spring 
shooting and also prohibits the sale 
of quail, prairie chicken*, grouse, 
partridges, black bass and brook 
trout until 1902; allows the spear­ 
ing of pickerel, suckers, red horse 
and buffalo fish in all Minnesota 
waters; 
changes the open season 
on dci*r from Oct. 25th to Nov. 15th, 
to from Nov. 1st to 
Nov. 
20th, 
and prohibits the sale of venison 
the first five days of the open sea­ 
son; 
require* hunters of big game 
to obtain a license, 25 cent* for resi­ 
dent and $25 for non-resident hunt­ 
ers, the license to be obtained of any 
county auditor, and said license to 
be a perfect physical description of 
the licensee and not transferable. 
The new law’ leaves the question of 
fish-house* just where it has been 
for the past few years, and prohibits 
the use <>f artificial light for spear­ 
ing fish at night. 
The bill in regard to wolf bounties, 
which finally became a law, increases 
th • bounty to $7 for a full-grown 
wolf if killed during the first five 
months <»f the year, and $5 if killed 
during the other seven; increases 
the bounty for cubs to $.1, and pro­ 
vides that the carcass is to be 
presented to the town clerk, and the 
proof forwarded by him to the county 
auditor, who is then to draw his 
warrant for the proper amount.

Relief at Last 
The city council at its meeting on 
Monday night passed an ordinance 
restraining cattle from running at 
large in the city. This is a measure 
that the citizens of the city have 
labored for in vain for many years 
Brainerd has heretofore been an 
immense cow pasture, and no matter 
how citizens argued with the council 
and pointed out how shade trees and 
lawns and gardens were despoiled 
and utterly ruined by cattle running 
at largo, yet the council turned a 
deaf ear to all appeals and entreaties, 
and the festive cow continued to 
revel in green lawns and flower beds 
and garden truck. 
But lot us be 
thankful 
that this 
council has 
awakened to the fact that our streets 
are not country lanes and cowpaths, 
and citizens can now plant trees and 
flowers and otherwise beautify the 
streets and yards, and give our city 
the appearance of a nicely kept park, 
rather than a cow yard, and if the 
ordinance is carefully enforced, un­ 
sightly fences will be removed and 
Brainerd will soon be one of the hand­ 
somest cities in the state. 
This 
council deserves the thanks of every 
citizen of the city. 


The New Game Laws. 
The new game law which was 
passed by the legislature just closed 
Im a matter of considerable interest 
to many of the people in this section 
of Minnesota, and while the law in 
its entirety will be published in the 


D is p a t c h in a short time, a synopsis 
of it at this time will not be out of 
place. The new law prohibits spring 
shooting and also prohibits the sale 
of quail, prairie chickens, grouse, 
partridges, black bass and brook 
trout until 1902; allows the spear­ 
ing of pickerel, suckers, red horse 
and buffalo fish in all Minnesota 
waters; 
changes the open season 
on deer from Oct. 25th to Nov. 15th, 
to from Nov. 1st to 
Nov. 20th, 
and prohibits the sale of venison 
the first five days of the open sea­ 
son; requires hunters of big game 
to obtain a license, 25 cents for resi­ 
dent and |25 for non-resident hunt­ 
ers, t he license to be obtained of any 
county auditor, and said license to 
be a perfect physical description of 
the licensee and not transferable. 
The new law leaves the question of 
fish-houses just where it has been 
for the past few years, and prohibits 
the use of artificial light for spear­ 
ing fish at night. 
The bill in regard to wolf bounties, 
which finally became a law, increases 
tho bounty to $7 for a full-grown 
wolf if killed during the first five 
months of the year, and $5 if killed 
during the other seven; increases 
the bounty for cubs to $3, and pro­ 
vides that the carcass is to be 
presented to the town clerk, and the 
proof forwarded by him to the county 
auditor, who is then to draw his 
warrant for the proper amount.
